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Applicant argues that Boivie 1 ,Wu, and Boivie II do not teach a 'server at which a packet originates selects all of the intermediate recievers 
or nodes through which the packet should travel to its final destination.' The Examiner respectfully disagrees. 

A distrbribution tree comprises one or more receivers through which each one of the packets must travel. Boivie 773 ([COL 5 lines 19-25] 
define at least one reciever (R1 ) for which the packet will travel. Boivie 773 further teaches that node A further determines the route of each 
mulitcast transmission. Once the node A has a route to each of the various destinations, it can fold these routes together into an 
appropriate multicast distribution tree ([Col 4 lines 35-46]). The Examiner respectfully asserts that a server, i.e., source of distributing a 
packet (<src> = A ([Col 3 lines 14-15]), selects all of the one or more intermediate receivers (R1) for which a packet will travel. 

Applicant's argument addresses selecting 'all' of the intermediate receivers opposed to selecting at least one of the intermediate receivers. 
The instant claim does not incorporate the exact language of the argument . It is unclear whether this is intended to be a patentable 
distinction or a non-issue with respect to selecting 'all' vs. at least one of the receivers. 
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
